But  the  quick  rate  at  which 
the  chair  of  Mr.  Smith  was  passing,  produced  a  shock  so 
severe  as  to  throw  him  some  distance  to  the  curb  stone, 
where  his  head  struck,  giving  a  fatal  concussion  to  the 
brain,  which  caused  immediate  death.

Arrival  of  a  French  Steamer. — The  French  Govern¬ 
ment  steamer  Gomer,  Laurencein,  arrived  yesterday 
morning  from  Fayal,  (Western  Islands)  having  leA  that 
port  on  the  3d  of  Jul^.  The  Gomer  is  a  remarkably  fine 
looking  vessel,  carries  12  guns,  and  has  a  crew  ot  245 
men.  She  is  believed  to  be  one  of  the  vessels  intended 
to  form  a  West  India  line  of  steam  packets,  and  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  eight  Commissioners  who  came  in  her  has 
probably  something  to  do  with  this  arrangement. 

Destructive  Fire. — On  the  13th  inst.,  the  smoke-house 
of  Homer  Tilton,  on  Washington  street,  between  Clark¬ 
son  and  Le  Roy,  took  fire,  and  was  destroyed.  Also  the 
brewery  of  Mrs.  M’Langhlin ;  the  lumber  yard  of  Joseph 
&  Cummings,  whose  loss  is  about  $10,000,  with  only 
S3000  insurance ;  the  lumberyard  of  J.  &  D.  Brush,  whose 
loss  is  about  S80()0,  but  covered  by  insurance ;  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  stores  and  dwellings.  In  short,  nearly  the  whole 
square  bounded  by  Washington,  West,  Clarkson,  and  Le 
Roy  streets,  was  leveled  with  the  ground.  The  buildings 
in  general,  were  of  small  value.  The  whole  loss  is  esti¬ 
mated  at  about  $50,000.  We  hear  of  insurance  to  the 
amount  of  about  $20,000. 

Ommetee  of  Cuba. — The  Diario,  of  Cuba,  of  June  29, 
contains  the  official  report,  relative  to  the  commerce  of 
the  island  of  Cuba,  during  the  year  1841.  From  this  doc¬ 
ument,  it  appears  that  the  imports  into  the  twelve  princi¬ 
pal  ports  amounted  to  over  twenty-five  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars;  and  the  exports  to  about  twenty-six  millions  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  imports  into  the  port  of 
Havana  were  more  than  eighteen  and  a  half  millions, 
while  the  exports  we're  somewhat  over  fourteen  millions. 
This  shows  an  increase  of  one  million  two  hundred  and 
fourteen  thousand  dollars,  in  comparison  with  the  trade 
of  1840.

tence  the  prisoner.  We  understand  that  the  case  will  be 
carried  before  the  Court  of  Errors,  which  meets  the  last 
Monday  in  August,  in  the  city  of  Albany. 

Remedy  against  Laudanum. — The  Cayuga  Tocsin,  of 
the  I3th  inst.,  states  that  a  lady  in  Auburn,  in  a  fit  ot  lu¬ 
nacy,  took  an  ounce,  or  eight  hundred  drops  of  the  strong¬ 
est  laudanum.  Drs.  Pitney  and  W.  P.  Smith  immediate¬ 
ly  resorted  to  the  operation  of  injecting  cold  water  into 
the  stomach,  and  extracting  it,  which  was  repeated  until 
he  was  satisfied  ,that  the  whole  of  the  laudanum  was  ex¬ 
tracted.  The  operation  occupied  from  twenty  to  thirty 
minutes.  The  approaching  stupor  soon  lefl  her,  and  she 
immediately  recovered,  and  has  not  since  experienced  the 
slightest  effect  from  the  fatal  draught. 

Sad  Accident. — At  Stockbridge,  Mass.,  a  few  days  since, 
a  fine  boy  aged  15,  .son  ot  Mr.  Chester,  met  a  melancholy 
.death  in  a  manner  which  should  warn  lads  to  be  extreme- ; 
ly  careful  in  their  use  of  fire  arms.  Being  at  his  labor  in 
the  field,  a  young  man,  a  neighbor,  entered  the  field  and 
seated  him'elf  near,  having  a  double  barreled  gun,  both 
barrels  of  which  were  loaded  ;  and,  in  conversation,  sta¬ 
ted  that  he  could  shoot  both  barrels  at  once,  and  in  show¬ 
ing  young  Collins,  who  stepped  up  to  him,  how  he  could 
cock  them  both  with  one  hand,  and  when  the  hammers 
were  nearly  raised,  one  of  them  slipped  by  and  fell  upon 
the  cap,  which  caused  a  diseharge.  The  contents  enter¬ 
ed  the  abdomen,  and  lodged  against  the  hipof  young  Col¬ 
lins.  Medical  aid  was  called,  but  to  no  effect ;  he  linger, 
ed  in  great  distress,  which  he  endured  with  manly  pa¬ 
tience  for  about  nine  hours,  and  expired.

The  body  bore  about  it  no  marks  by  which  it  j 
might  ke  recognized,  and  the  whole  affair  was  a  profound  I 
mystery.  j 

The  Steamer  Edna,  the  explosion  of  which-  has  been  i 
noticed,  was  loaded  chiefly  with  German  emigrants,  i 
Thirty-eight  of  these  are  known  to  be  wounded,  twelve  j 
Americans,  one  French,  one  Mexican,  and  two  colored  | 
people— making  sixty-five.  Of  these,  thirty-six  are  al-| 
ready  dead,  and  of  the  rest  it  is  feared  that  not  more  than 
ten  or  fifteen  can  recovee.  The  Coroner’s  jury  have 
given  a  verdict  imputing  the  disaster  to  the  culpable 
negligence  or  bad  management  of  Charles  Conner,  the 
second  engineer,  who  was  killed  by  the  explosion. 

Another  terrible  Steamboat  accident. — The  high-pressure 
steamer  Shamrock,  on  her  way  from  Montreal  to  Kings¬ 
ton,  at  about  ten  o’clock,  on  the  16tk  inst.,  burst  her 
boiler,  and  as  her  bows  were  blown  out,  she  went  down 
head  foremost.  About  one  hundred  and  twenty  persons 
were  on  board  of  her.  Forty-eight  w-ere  taken  up  un¬ 
hurt  by  the  barges  in  tow,  eighteen  were  wounded,  and 
fitly  eight  were  lost.  They  were  English,  Scotch,  and 
Irish  emigrants  of  a  superior  description.  Several 
entire  familie.^  were  lost  and  parts  of  many  others.  One 
family  of  fifteen  persons  lost  nine  ;  one  of  eight  persons 
lost  six  ;  one  of  six  lost,  three ;  and  in  some  instances 
■only  a  single  individual  is  left. 

'The  first  engineer,  who  was  saved,  declares  that  he 
has  BO  other  consciousness  of  the  transaction  than  that 
the  explosion  took  place,  and  that  he  afterwards  found 
himself  onboard  one  of  the  barges,  the  interval  between 
those  events  being  to  his  mind  a  perfect  blank. 

The  captain  was  the  last  person  who  left  the  boat,  and 
-at  the  rLsk  of  his  life  swam  out  a  considerable  distance, 
and  succeeded  in  saving  one  of  the  passengers  from 
<lrowning. 

CatUe  ^oie  and  Fair  at  Albany. — The  next  cattle  show

It  embraces  almoy  every 
variety  of  farm  stock  and  implements,  farm  anu  garden 
products,  butter,  cheese,  enaple  sugar,  silk,  aUd  other 
domestic  manufactures,  dsc.  dec.,  teing  a  much  more 
extensive  list  than  ever  before  offered  in  this  State.  The 
facilities  lor  traveling  to  and  from  Albany;  from  all 
quarters,  are  such  as  will  uhdoubtedly,  with'the  attrac¬ 
tions  offered,  induce  a  very  general  attendante  from  our 
own  and  the  neighboring  States.  * 

Dangerous  Fall.— Oa  the  I3th,  a  boy,  n^ed  Natha¬ 
niel  Abbott,  fell  from  the  belfry  of  the  new  Congrega¬ 
tional  church,  now  being  erected  in  Conco'rd,  N.  H.  by 
the  North  Society,  and  was  precipitated  ffbm  flooring  to 
flooring  to  the  ground,  the  distance  of  alTout  thirty  feet. 
Before  any  one  reached  him,  he  was  up  iTnd  attempted  to 
get  upon  the  sill.  A  large  gash  whs  cut*  upon  his  head, 
and  he  was  much  bruised,  but  no  dangerous  wound  was 

inflicted. — Patriot.  *

Distressing  accident.— On  the  14ih  inst.,  as  a  very  inte¬ 
resting  little  boy,  about  26  months  old,  the  son  of  Mr. 
Thomas  M.  Lyon,  corner  of  Madison'and  James  streets, 
New-York,  was  amusing  himself  on'the  stairs,  attempt¬ 
ing  to  drive  a  copper  nail,  about  an*  inch  or  more  lung, 
into  one  of  the  steps,  with  a  small  hffmmer  he  held  in  his 
hand,  he  suddenly  became  alarmiiifly  ill,  was  taken  by 
his  anxious  mother,  and  died  in  hA  arms  in  a  very  few 
minutes  afterwards.  The  cause  m  death,  no  doubt,  was 
occasioned  by  swallowing  the  nail)  which  passed  into  the 
lungs,  as  he  was  attacked  with  considefable  hoemorrhage, 
and  the  nail  was  not  to  be  found. 

Slavery  in  New  The  inhabitants  of  this  State 

are  not,  many  of  them,  awai^halMthgv  live  in  a  slave 
State.  But  in  point  of  fact,  the  pririlUiple  is  as  fully  re¬ 
cognized  in  New  Jersey  as  inwG^Or^a.  The  laws  as 
they  now  exist,  allow  persons  removing  here  to  bring  all 
their  slaves  with  them,  and  contintie  to  hold  them  in  ser¬ 
vitude.  They  also  make  the  children  of  slaves,  bom 
since  1804,  servants  for  life,  and  secure  to  persons  remov¬ 
ing  from  the  State  the  right  to  take  with  them  their 
slaves  unmolested.  They  further  require  negroes  travel¬ 
ing  through  or  in  the  State,  to  have  certificates  of  free¬ 
dom  from  the  clerks  of  the  county ‘courts,  &d  prohibit  any 
person  from  extending  to  such  as'  havc^not  such  certifi¬ 
cate,  any  acts  of  hospitality.  It  is 'the ^repeal  of  these 
laws  that  the  petitions  which  have  bbeh  presented  to  our 
legislature  pray,  so  that  slavery  in  evSiy  form  may  cease 
to  be  reco^ized  within  6ur  bordefs'.  The  census  of 
1840,  shows  the  number  of  slaves  in'  the  State  to  be  658. 
— Jersey'City  Gazette. 

Silk  Business.— In  1840,  Pennsylvania  paid  $101.69  in 
the  form  of  bounties  on  silk  grown  inkhe  State  that  year. 
In  1841,  the  increased  prediction  of  .^ilk  by  her  citizens 
was  such  that  the  bounties  amounted  to  ^,414  55.  In 
Delaware  co.,  one  person  cleared^fpwards  of  $300  by  a 
single  crop  of  worms.  Miss  Rapp|  of  Economy,  raised 
nearly  400  pounds,  and  drew  $1700  from  the  State  Treas¬ 
ury  for  bounty,  a  sum  which  m^t  have  more  than  paid 
all  her  expenses.  r 

In  Tennessee,  the  business  is  making  rapid  strides.  At 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  of  that  State,  a  bounty 
law  was  passed,  allowing  a  dollar  a  half  per  pound 
on  silk  raised  and  reeled  in  the  StatAiy  the  same  person. 
Great  crops  were  produced  last  sfeasom  The  Rev.  Fred¬ 
erick  A.  Ross,  of;  Hawkins  co.,  made  last  season  300  lbs. 
of  reeled  silk,  which  sold  promptly  for  $5  per  pound.  A 
number  of  persons  have  commenced  the  business  this 
season,  and  a  great  product  is  expected. 

Louisiana  Election. — The  returns  of  the  election  have 
been  mostly  received,  and  show  the  election  of  Alexander 
Mouton,  the  Opposition  candidate  for  Governor,  by  a  major¬ 
ity  of  over  2000.  The  vote  for  Congressmen  diflers.  In  the 
1st  district,  White,  Whig,  is  re-elected.  In  the  2nd,  Daw¬ 
son,  0pp.  is  re-elected  ;  and  in  the  3rd,  Brice,  Opp.  elected 
in  place  of  the  present  Whig  incumbent;  by  a  majority  of 
about  1000.  ' 

The  N.O.Courier  of  the  9th,  claimsM  Opposition  majority 
in  both  branches  of  the  Legislaturefndt  the  vote  is  so  close 
as  to  leave  it  doubtful.  ' 

Marriage  by  Dissenters. — It  will  be  recollected  that 
considerable  consternation  was  not  very  long  since  pro¬ 
duced  in  Ireland,  by  an  informal  decision  that  marriages 
solemnized  by  clergymen  not  of  the  Establishment,  were 
illegal.  The  case  was  soon  carried  to  the  Gueen’s  Bench 
of  Ireland,  where  the  four  judges  are  equally  divided. 
One  of  the  judges  who  was  in  favor  of  the  legality  of' 
these  marriages,  gave  way  in  order  that  the  case  might 
be  carried  to  the  House  of  Lords.  |

were  drowned ;  two  of  the  bdBics  are  not  yet  recovered. 
The  Coroner’s  jury  inculpatfd  the  engineer  of  the  ferry 
boat,  and  he  is  now  in  custc^.

The  contributions  on  account  of  the  Safety  F.und,  to 
Ist  of  April,  1842,  amount  to  $1,069,143.48.  There  has 
been  paid,  for  the  redenpption  of  circulatingjiotes  of  in¬ 
solvent  banks, ^l8,949-i-leaving  a  balancewif  $150,194- 
48 :  notes  in  circulation;  of  banks  against  •which  injunc¬ 
tion  has  been  issued,  $1,411,447.  • 

The  annual  payments  to  the  Safety  Fdhd,  of  half  per 
cent.,  will  produce  $127,017;  which  aqfount  will  not  be 
sufficient  to  redeem  the  notes  of  the  following  banks  until 
after  certain  periods,  as  fo^ows :  the  Commercial  Bank 
of  Buffalo,  January  1845;  Commercial  Bank  of  Oswego, 
January  1M7 ;  Waiervliet,  January  f848,  Clinton  Coun¬ 
ty,  January  1^9,  Lewis  County,  January  1849  and  ’50. 

Creosote  in  Whisky. — The  Yecent  instance  of  the  sud¬ 
den  death  of  the  police  constatije  in  Holbom,  has  brought 
to  light  an  adulteration  practised,  particularly  by  illicit 
distillers  and  venders  of  whiskey,  in  the  introduction  of 
creosote,  to  give  the  celebrated  peaZ-reet  flavor  to  common 
spirit.  This  adulteration,  which  is  of  the  most  noxious 
nature,  is  to  be  feared,  is  very  extensively  practised,  and 
should  command  the  utmost  vigilance  of  the  excise. 
Sudden  death  would  be  a  certain  result  of  its  being  taken 
in  any  quantity,  particularly  in  an  excited  state  of  the 
system. — London  paper. 

Early  Banks. — The  first  Bank  ever  established  in  this 
State,  was  the  New-York -Bank,  in  the  city  of  New-York, 
in  or  about  1784 ;  in  whi^  year  also  was  established  the 
Massachusetts  Bank,  ilie  first  in  that*  commonwealth. 
Three  years  previous  tf  this,  the  Bank  of*North  America, 
now  located  in  Chesnift  st.  Philadelphia,  was  established, 
and  that  was  the  firer^ank  that  had  existence  in  the  U.S. 
Its  capital  was  $iq;D00,000.  In  1791,  a  I^ptional  Bank 
was  incorporated  By  Congress,  by  the  name  of  the  “Presi¬ 
dent,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Bank  5f  the  United 
States,”  to  be  located  in  Philadelphia.  In  the  followin' 
year  was  established  the  first  bank  in  South  Carolina 
and  the  first  in  New-Hampshire.  The  Bank  of  Balti¬ 
more,  the  first  in  Maryland,  was  established  in  1796. 
There  was  no  bank  in  Georgia  until  1810,  when  the  Bank 
of  Augusta  was  established.  The  late  Bank  of  the  U.S 
was  incorporated  in  April,  1816,  with  a  capit^  of  $35,- 
000,000,  divided  into  3^,000  shares  of  $100  ^ch.  Sev¬ 
enty  thousand  were  taken  by  the  U.S.  The/bank  com¬ 
menced  operations  on  the  7th  of  January,  1^7.  In  1^ 
it  had  twenty-seven  branches.  ^

They  were  alone  in  the  room,  with  a  candle 
burning  on  the  mantel,  when  they  heard  a  deep,  length¬ 
ened  groan,  whichjdid  not,  and  could  not  have  come  from 
the  sick  man.  Mr.  Whitcoer  took  the  candle  to  discover 
from  whence  it  could  proceed,  when  suddenly  the  room 
was  filled  with  a  bright  crimson  light,  so  as  to  eclipse  the 
light  of  the  candle— and  immediately  they  both  distinctly 
saw  a  strange  looking  man  standing  between  them  and 
the  bed,  whose  face  they  did  not  see.  They  were,  very 
naturally,  frightened,  and  kept  their  places.  He  looked 
steadily  on  the  sick  man,  who  was  terribly  agitated,  rol¬ 
led  on  the  bed,  and  threw  out  his  arms.  The  sick  man 
then  declared  that  40  years  previously  he  had  assisted  his 
employer  to  murder  a  man.  He  used  the  name  Edwards, 
but  in  what  connection  they  could  not  say.  Soon  alter 
Mann  had  done  confessing,  the  apparition  disappeared, 
and  he  soon  died 

In  connection  with  this,  the  Statesman  says  that  about 
40  years  ago  a  man  named  Hodgdon  built  a  house  for 
Jonathan  Noyes.  He  was  known  to  have  lent  money  to 
Noyes,  and  to  have  been  his  creditor  to  some  $400.  Soon 
afier  the  house  was  completed,  Hodgdon  was  missing. 
He  being  comparatively  a  stranger,  the  circumstance  was 
hushed  up  by  Noyes  telling  a  plausible  story.  Noyes  died 
not  long  ago,  in  great  agony — praying  God  to  “  foigive 
him  that  one  sin.”

A  Philadelphian  named  John  C,  Hilt,  was  committed 
to  prison  on  the  12th  inst.  for  beating  his  wife,  and  shortly 
after  his  commitment  was  discovered  hanging  by  his  n-ick 
from  the  bars  of  his  cell,  all  but  dead.  He  was,  however, 
resuscitated. 

Margaret  Briar,  an  interesting  little  girl  of  nine  years 
of  age,  daughter  of  John  Briar,  of  Baltimore,  met  with  a 
most  painful  and  melancholy  death  on  the  I3th  instant. 
Her  mother  left  the  room  for  the  space  of  five  minutes, 
and  during  her  short  absence,  the  child  seated  on  the 
hearth,  pulled  over  the  coffee  pot,  which  was  then  boiling 
at  the  fire.  It  was  in  consequence,  she  was  so  dreadfully 
scalded  as  to  produce  death  before  morning. 

Down  to  July  11th,  there  had  arrived  at  Guebec  this 
year  156,259  tons  ol  shipping,  being  66,322  less  than  last 
year  to  same  date.  Number  of  emigrants  this  year  34,- 
888,  being  14,299  more  than  last  year  to  same  date. 

A  bunch  of  clover,  the  product  of  a  single  seed,  from 
the  farm  of  Mr.  Gabriel  Terry,  of  WallkiTl,  Orange  co. 
weighed  3  pounds  and  contained  81  spears,  the  joint 
measurement  of  which  is  567  feet,  independent  of  lateral 
branches.  When  spread  out  it  measures  over  20  feet  in 
circumference. 

The  Young  Ladies  Seminary  at  Greenfield,  Mass,  oc¬ 
cupied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Langstroth,  was  struck  by  lightning 
on  the  5th  inst.  Its  effects  were  distinctly  visible  in  six 
rooms  usually  occupied  by  the  family  and  the  pujiils,  yet 
not  a  single  hair  of  the  head  was  injured. 

Margaret  Dunden,  of  Java,  Erie  co.  was  committed  to 
prison  on  the 27th  ult.  to  be  tried  for  administering  arsenic 
to  her  husband,  in  consequence  of  which  he  died.  He  was 
buried,  disinterred,  and  a  post-mortem  examination  held, 
by  which  previous  suspicions  were  confirmed. 

Dr.  Croswell,  of  Catskill,  has  been  postmaster  at  that 
village  over  forty  years,  and  Deacon  Abraham  Haws  has 
held  the  office  at  Weston,  Mass,  over  thirty  years. 

Upwards  of  thirty  houses  in  Eighth  and  Ninth  streets, 
between  Broadway  and  the  Sixth  Avenue,  New-York, 
have  been  broken  open  at  night.  Within  the  last  six 
weeks,  a  private  watch  has  been  established  in  Eighth 
street,  at  the  expense  of  the  residents  there. 

It  costs  only  $47  to  travel  from  Boston  to  Natchez,  by 
stage,  railroad  and  steamer. 

The  extra  session  of  the  Legislature  of  Ohih  convenes 
on  Monday  the  25th  instant; 

There  has  been  a  great  frjeshet  in  several  of  the  rivers 
of  Virginia,  carrying  awayjbridges,  and  doing  a  great 
deal  of  other  damage.  In  James  River  it  came  infwtth 
such  a  rush  that  it  swept  away  the  clothing  of  some  boys 
who  were  bathing  before  they  could  rescue  it ;  and  the 
lads  themselves  narrowly  escaped  accompanying  their 
clothes  towards  the  Chesapeake. 

James  River.  Va.  was  swelled  to  almost  unprecedented 
height  on  the  I6th  inst.  by  torrents  of  rain.  A  great  am¬ 
ount  of  damage  was  done  on  the  shores  by  the  sweeping 
away  of  hundreds  of  stacks  of  hay  and  other  property ; 
and  the  store-houses,  lumber-yards,  tkc.  at  Rockets,  Rich¬ 
mond,  suffered  greatly.  Thomas  Gendin,  an  Englishman, 
and  Samuel  Edwards,  a  Welchman,  were  drowned. 

A  Mrs.  Dwelly  was  almost  instantly  killed  at  Bates- 
town,  New-York,  a  few  days  siilce,  by  being  stamped 
upon  by  a  horse.| 

A  bill  authorising  a  company  to  purchase  the  Delaware 
division  of  thePennsylvania  canal  at  $2,000,000,  has  pass¬ 
ed  one  branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature  on  second 
reading. 

John  Bird,  the  man  who  murdered  his  wife  at  Pittsburgh, 
by  burning  her  to  death,  and  who  was  convicted  of  mur¬ 
der  in  the  second  degree,  has  been  sentenced  to  twelve 
years  imprisonment  in  the  Western  Penitentiary,  the  ut¬ 
most  extent  of  the  law. 

The  highest  point  of  land  in  North  America,  east  of 
the  Rocky  Mountains,  is  Mount  Mitchell,  a  peak  of  the 
Black  Mountain  in  Buncombe  county.  North  Carolina. 
It  is  6476  feet  high  by  actual  measurement.  Mount  Wash¬ 
ington,  the  highest  peak  of  the  White  Hills,  N.  H.  is 
6428  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea. 

The  Hillsborough  (N.  H.)  cotton  factory  was  destroyed 
by  fire  on  the  8th,  together  with  a  large  amount  of  raw 
and  manufactured  material.  It  was  insured  to  the 
amount  of  $15,000.  '  ' 

On  the  8ih  at  Auburji,  a  child  of  Mr.  L;  V.  Palmer, 
aged  20  months,  fell  into  a  kettle  of  boiling,  water,  and 
after  lingering  a  day  in  the  greatest  agony,  expired .  Its 
parents,  who  had  been  absent  for  a  few  days,  returned 
I  but  in  time  to  see  its  last  struggles. 

I  The  Genesee  Fanner  says,  the  prospect  for  an  abun- 
I  dant  crop  of  delicious  Peaches  in  the  Western  country 
was  never  better.  Feaches  also  look  very  'promising 
I  throughout  MassacBusetts.
